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Part III STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . This Office action is in response to the request for RCE filed on 1/30/06. Amendment after 
final on 12/2/7/05 has been entered. Claims 1-49 are being allowed over the prior art of record. 
Prosecution on the merits is closed in this application. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record teaches different ways of transferring data between apparatuses, but the 
prior art of record does not teach, disclose, or suggest the claimed limitations of (in combination 
with all other limitations in the claim), an information processing (or image pickup) apparatus 
(method or computer program) having a transferring means for transferring data files and 
transfer means for transfer status progress (or degree of progress) wherein the status of progress 
transfer is updated continuously at asynchronous intervals during transfer of the data file and 
wherein the transferring means and the transfer progress display means are executed separately 
but in parallel to one another, as amended to the independent claims.
